WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
President Truman said today that 
production for civilians is “higher 
today than ever before in the na- 
tion’s history, in war or in peace, 


and is still going up.” 
Employment, he said, “is build- 


ing up steadily.” 
The president’s statement was 


issued at a press conference in 


connection with a civilian produc- 
tion report by Reconversion Direc- 
tor John W. Snyder.

PiThe signing of wage contracts 
in many basic industries indicates 
the country is ready for unbroken 
production, the statement asserted. 

The President's statement 
warned, however: “We must not 
be complacent about these good 
signs of progress; We cannot af- 
ford to relax a minute our 
battle inst inflation.” 

easter Reports on Jobs. 

In his report to the President 
and Congress, Snyder said that 
along with record factory output 
—now exceeding a rate of 150 bil- 
lion dollars a year—non-farm em- 
ployment had climbed to a point 
higher than before V-J day, when 
war plants were running , full 
blast. 

The expected sharp rise in un- 
employment has not occurred. 
Snyder said, and private wage 
payments have climbed back al- 
most to the wartime level of 82 
billion dollars annually. This is 
a seven billion dollar gain since 
the postwar slump. 

Estimate of Job-Seekers. 

The number of job-seekers in 
February was “still below 3,000,- 
000,” Snyder estimated. This com- 
“© pares with last fall’s official esti- 
mates of up to 8,000,000 unem- 
ployed by this spring. 

The 56-page statement was the 
most optimistic of six quarterly 
reports issued thus far by the Of- 
fice of War. Mobilization and Re- 
conversion. Snyder emphasized 
that strikes and the threat of in- 
flation made the first 1946 quarter 
“sobering and difficult.”

MAYOR ORDERS 
VACANT REALTY 
VALUES REVISED 


Tells Assessor of 35 Flats 
and Apartments Found 
in Survey — Suspects 
Price Boost Scheme. 


City Assessor Eugene M. Guise 
was directed by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann today to determine the 
asking price of 35 vacant flats 
and apartments in the city be 
ing offered for sale and to re- 
vise his tax assessment figures 
to.conform with the valves placed 


on these properties by their own- 
ers. 

In a letter to the assessor, the 
Mayor said the vacancies had been 
discovered recently in canvass 
made by city firemen at the direc- 
tion of Charles J. Riley, head of 
the Board of Public Safety, in an 
attempt to find homes for veter- 
ans, 

“That any vacancies at all 
should exist in the face of the 
acute housing shortage confront- 
ing our citizens, particularly the 
men and women who fought 
World War II, is dismaying and 
appalling,” the Mayor said in his 
letter. 

“I have reason to believe that 
many of the vacancies reported 
by the Fire Department are be- 
ing withheld from the rental mar- 
ket in an effort to gouge distressed 
families out of their savings and 
force real estate prices higher.” 

Mayor Kaufmann pointed out 
that St. Louis has always been a 
city in which the percentage of 
people who rented their homes far 
exceeded those who owned them, 
and said he believed withdrawal 
of rental units from the market 
at this time was a definite indi- 
— of an attempt at profiteer- 
ng. :

Condemned Man Origin- 
ally Seized Here Broke 
Jail in Washington in 
Guard’s Uniform... 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
Joseph D. Medley, 45 years old, 
one of two convicted murderers 
who escaped in guards’ uniforms 
early today from the fourth-floor 
death row of the District of Co- 
lumbia jail, was found hiding in 
a sewer this afternoon. 

Bedraggled and grimy, wearing 
the remnants of the police uni- 
form, Medley surrendered without 
resistance, but his companion, 
Earl McFarland, still was at large. 

Later jail officials retracted an 
announcement that Medley had 
forced a guard at gunpoint to 
open his cell. The statement said 
two guards, Hubert C. Davis and 
O. C. Sanderlin, who have been 
suspended, were playing cards 
with the prisoners when Sanderlin 
“complained of illness” and went 
to lie on Medley’s bunk. 

“One inmate closed:the cell door 
on Officer Sanderlin and then 
both inmates overpowered Officer 
Davis,” the statement said, “After 
this they locked Officer Davis in 
McFarland’s cell. The inmates 
took the clothing and all keys of 
the officers.” 

Attorney General Tom Clark or- 
dered a Department of Justice in- 
quiry into the jailbreak. 

Medley, then a fugitive from 
the Michigan state penitentiary, 
was found guilty of killing Mrs, 
Nancy Boyer after a poker game 
in:her apartment March 6, 1945. 
McFarland, 24 years old, a Marine 
veteran of ‘the Guadalcanal cam- 
paign, was convicted of criminally 
attacking and killing Miss Dor- 
othy Berrum, 18-year-old Govern- 
ment worker, on Oct. 5, 1944. 

Medley was sentenced to be 
electrocuted last Nov. 30, but an 
appeal stayed execution. McFar- 
land was sentenced to be electro- 
cuted last Aug. 31, but also ap- 
pealed. ; 


Medley was arrested by St. 
Louis detectives and Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents in a 
corridor of the Hotel Jefferson, 
where he Was staying, March 18, 
1945. In his room police found a 
silver fox fur jacket which had 
been stolen from Mrs. Boyer at 
the time of the murder. 

Mrs. Mabel W. Muller, 5606 
Chamberlain avenue, who had 
met Medley in a bar a few days 
before, was with him when he 
Was arrested. She testified at the 
trial that Medley was trying to 
arrange with her to sell the coat 
for him, but that she had declined 
to do so,

James, seen at the B. & C, Sales 
Agency, which is temporary head- 
quarters for the company, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he is 
hopeful of obtaining from the 
Board of Public Service 75 addi- 
tional permits for cabs, which 
would be operated as company 
machines. 

The $1000 required from each 
private operator, James said, is to 
help finance a system: of call 
boxes, taxi stands and a perma- 
nent headquarters, which he ex- 
pects to establisi: at a former 
service station and parking lot at 
Nineteenth street and Washington 
avenue. 

Brothers has no financial inter- 
est in the venture, James asserted, 
and he said Brothers’s connection 
came about through the service 
the B. & C. Sales Agency had ren- 
dered in obtaining automobiles 
for the individual drivers. He said 
additional taxicab service was 
needed in the city, which has at 
present only 450 taxis for white 
customers. He added he expects 
to dispose of all of the 75 “spots” 
available for individual drivers.

NUERNBERG, April 3 (By Ra- 
dio)—Shuffling on flat feet to the | 
witness stand, Field Marshal we 
helm Keitel, chief of the Wehr-| 
macht supreme command, assured 
the international military tribunal 
this morning that his lofty rank 
and resounding title concealed a 
mere clerk, a 'owly funnel through | 


which Adolf Hitler's commands| 
were transmitted to the German’ 
army, navy and Luftwaffe. | 

The nominal head of Nazidom's 
armed forces on sea and land | 
and in the air swore that he com-| 
manded no troops, never issued an} 
independent order and not once so. 
much as thought of initiating a 
policy. 

The first of the four professional | 
fighting men on trial to appear 
in his defense, Keitel wore a field 
gray uniform with black collar 
and boots. He had been stripped 
of decorations and insignia. His 
bearing was martial and his hand- 
some skull glistened with the 
snows of his 63 years, but the 
voice was tremulous and the weak- 
handsome face was contorted with 
anxiety as he pleaded his utter 
and humble subservience to the 
Fuehrer’s will, 

The term Wehrmacht, embrac- 
ing the Reich’s armies, submarines 
and air fleets, is a formidable one. 
Under Keitel’s treatment it shrank 
into a sort of ghost, a spectral tis- 
sue of ectoplasm. 

‘The Rubber Lion.’ 

Among his fellow’ generals, 
Keitel was known as “the rubber 


lion”"—a nickname indicating a) 
pliable mature masked by an) 
heroic facade.

OR MIAMI, FLA., 
THAN IN ST, LOUIS 


St. Louisans, suffering from the 
unseasonable heat of early April, 
are only a comparatively short dis- 
tance from cooler temperatures in 
cities that are normally just as 
hot, if not hotter than St. Louis.

where the 10:30 reading was 60 
degrees. The temperature here 
was higher this morning than that 
at Atlanta, Ga., which normally is 
hotter. 

It was snowing in North Dakota 
and Northern Minnesota today, 
with three inches of snow on the 
ground at Fargo, and tempera- 
tures in the area ranging from 30 
to 34 degrees.

Officially Reported—Population Greets 
Withdrawal With Relief.

TEHRAN, April 3 (UP)—Offi- 
cial Iranian and British reports 
today said the Red Army’s with- 
drawal from Iran was in full 
swing with Soviet troops crossing 
the frontier back into Russia and 
embarking on Caspian sea steam- 
ers for transport home. 

The withdrawal by la i, the re- 
ports said, was going on con- 
tinuously from Meshed in north- 
cast Iran across the Soviet fron- 
tier toward Ashkhbad, 125 miles 
to the north in the Turkoman So- 
viet Republic. 

Long columns of Soviet troops, 
the reports said, were pouring 
northward, Other detachments 
formerly stationed at Shahrud, 
200 miles northeast of Tehran, 
were going aboard Caspian steam- 
ers at Bandar Shah. Other So- 
viet transports were reported at 
Pahlevi, also loading Red Army 
troops. 


Only 200 Soviet troops were 


said to remain in the famous Mos- 
lem holy city of Meshed. They 
were reported busy crating up 
stores for transport northward. 


Reports said the Russians re- 
moved glass panes, doors and 
hardware from the Iranian Army 
barracks where they were quar- 
tered before leaving the town, 


Meshed greeted the withdrawal 
with relief. It has always been 
a center of anti-Russian feeling, 
dating back to a Russian bomb- 
bardment of Moslem _§ shrines 
many years ago. 

Meshed inhabitants however, 
did not attack the small pro-Rus- 
sian Tudeh party which sprang 
up in the city during the Soviet 
occupation, reports said. 

Iranian troops who had been 
camping in the countryside out- 
side Meshed returned to their bar- 
racks as the Soviet forces marched 
out across the plains into the hills

award was “wholly unsatisfactory” 
and they would demand more.

It was understood that Homma’s 
body was returned to the prisoner 
of war camp for immediate burial. 
He was 62 years old. 

Homma jrefused to make a final 
statement.,; He was accompanied 
to the execution grounds by a 
priest of his own faith and an in- 
terpreter. His head high, he 
stood in front of a post eight 
inches square and six feet high

NUERNBERG, Germany, April 
3—In an indignant letter to the 
United -States Army newspaper 
Stars and Stripes, an anonymous 
staff sergeant said today that mar- 
ried men in the Army were afraid 
to bring their wives to Germany 
because many American soldiers 
behaved like “supercharged 
wolves” toward women, in public. 

“Personally, I want my wife over 
here as badly as anyone,” the ser- 
geant wrote. “But if the USFET 
wonders why more officers and 
enlisted men have not requested 
travel and quarters for dependents, 
then headquarters should just 
watch the average G.I, on the 
street. 

“I’m damn proud of the yniform 
I wear or I wouldn’t be in the 
regular Army. However, I’m cer- 
tainly ashamed of ‘super-charged 
wolves in OD’ who consider that 
the way to prove to the Germans 
that our way of life is superior to

Gromyko in Letter Says 
Withdrawal of Troops 
Is Not Conditional on 
Oil Concessions or 
Other Questions.

NEW YORK, April 3 (AP)— 
Iran offered today to let the United 
Nations Security Council shelve 
the Iranian case temporarily pro- 
vided Russia would give assur- 
ances that the Russian troops 
would be withdrawn from the 
country unconditionally by May 6. 

Russia informed the Council 
in a message from Soviet Am- 


bassador Andrei Gromyko that 
troop withdrawals from Iran were 
not conditional on other negotia- 
tions with Tehran over such mat- 
ters as oil and the like, and that 
troops would be out of the coun- 
try within a month and a half. 

The question of the withdrawal 
of Soviet troops from Iran, he 
maintained, alrea§fy had been set- 
tled by an understanding between 
the Soviet and Iranian govern- 
ments. . 
Gromyko, however, continued 
his boycott of the Iranian discus- 
sion by not attending the meet- 
ing. His message was read to the 
Council by Dr. Quo Tai-chi of 
China, ' 
“Trai, In a Vetter Yrom Ambas- 
sador Hussein Ala, advised that 
negotiations with Russia, in ac- 
cord with a Council decision at 
London, had failed, that’ Russian 
interference in Iranian affairs had 
continued, that Russi. had made 
demands parallel with its troop 
withdrawals—but that above all 
Iran wants a friendly peaceful 
settlement of the situation.

WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
Bituminous coal operators as- 
serted today that John J. Lewis's 
United Mine Workers had failed 
to bargain collectively on a new 
contract. They charged: “The 
United Mine Workers do not want 
to make a contract with us.” 

After a third day of nation-wide 
strike by 400,000 soft coal miners, 
the operators issued a statement 
declaring they had volunteered 
“the highest offer made by any 
large industry since the end of the 
war” for wage increases to the 
miners, 

“We have made direct and fair 
offers on every pertinent point 
raised by the UMW today,” the 
statement said, “They have al) 
been dismissed with derision and 
contempt by the miners.” The 
operators did not state what their 
“highest offer” was. 

Lewis Not at Session. 

Lewis, UMW president, stayed 
away, from today’s session, but 
Special Conciliator Paul W. Fuller 
said the negotiating committees of 
miners and operators had dis- 
cussed the unionization of super- 
visory workers, and he expressed 
the opinion that the conferees 
could “work something out on 
that.” 

Both sides agreed to hold sep- 
arate meetings in the afternoon 
to discuss this and other pro- 
posals, Fuller said, 

The operators said that in 
Lewis's absence the miners had 
renewed UMW’'s motion to end 
the committee sessions and report 
disagreement to the main wage 
conference, but this was again re- 
jected by the operators, they said.

deluged by such down-to-earth 
specific questions as: “When will 
we be able to buy a shirt?” 

The President, with a smile, of- 
fered to give this correspondent 
several from the batch he received 
after his own complaint in Kansas 
City that he needed shirts. Al- 
though the President and the cor- 
respondent wear the same neck 
size, 15%, they require different 
sleeve lengths,

Snyder Without Answer, 

Administrator Snyder, who sat 
at the President's left, smiled and 
said that he did not have the an- 
swers, although the OPA and the 
CPA had issued orders this week 
which should bring low-priced tex- 
tiles to the market. On the shirt 
question, the President said that 
the reporter’s guess would be as 
good as his own, 

In a serious tone, however, the 
President pointed out that produc- 
tion was still going up and there 
was no vital danger of inflation. 

He said that he had read and 
reread the report, taking a half 
hour each time. The document is 
56 pages and his remark revealed 
that he is indeed a rapid reader. 

Asked whether he or Snyder 
could say what a “prolonged coal 
strike would do to the adminis- 
trator’s predictions,” the Presi- 
dent said that he could answer 
that categorically — a prolonged 
coal strike would knock the whole 
thing out. 

He gave a similar answer when 
asked what would be the effect of 
the Russell amendment for in- 
clusion of labor costs In a new 
farm parity formula, This amend- 
ment, he said, would upset the 
reconversion apple cart. 

The President promised a de- 
tailed statement at his* next press 
conference on the effect of the in- 
creased production on the federal 
deficit for the current and next 
fiscal years. 

Asked if he would appoint an 
Under Secretary. of the Navy 
“soon,” he replied in the negative. 
It is understood that he is having 
a difficult time finding a man to 
lead his fight for his Army-Navy 
merger plans. He thought he had 
such a person in dwin W.

The report attributed this 
showing to the high level of 
natio income, which has kept 
tax a at a good level, 
and to the fact that war expen- 
ditures are being cut faster 
than had been expected, 


Among the “solid gains” of the 
quarter just closed Snyder listed: 

“Major issues of wage and price 
adjustment have been met in a 
way to stimulate production with- 
out losing vital ground to the 
force of inflation. 

“Labor-management contracts 
established in many major indus- 
tries under collective bargaining 
should assure uninterrupted pro- 
duction. 

“Vigorous programs have been 
formulated to meet the most criit- 
cal shortages, most notably in 
textiles and housing.” 


Threat of Inflation. 


While saying these factors may 
relieve inflationary pressure to 
some extent, Snyder singled out 
inflation as “the single most seri- 
ous threat to suceessful comple- 
tion of reconversion.” 


He said the new wage-price 
policy should have small effect on 
living costs as a whole and that 
the “pattern” adopted for wage 
increases should be sufficiently 
flexible to hasten settlement of 
labor disputes that may arise. 

In a section not contained in 
previous reports, Snyder dealt 
with four “special problems of 
transition” — the returning vet- 
eran, housing, the world-wide food 
shortage, and the scarcity of 
low-priced clothing, 

His conclusions: 

Veterans—Not ail the 5,500,000 
discharged since VJ day have been 
successful in finding jobs and it 
is “up to the community” to help 
the Government in finding work 
for willing service men; also, ef- 
fective aid must be given schools 
and colleges so they can accom- 
modate veterans seeking to com- 
plete their education under the 
G.I, Bill of Rights. 

Housing—The shortage will be- 
come more acute in the next few 
months; the emergency housing 
program cannot succeed until 
Congress enacts “necessary legis- 
lation,” including price ceilings on 
existing dwellings and the pro- 
posed $600,000,000 in subsidies to 
the makers of building materials. 

Food—The United States will 
have to continue high food pro- 
duction for at least one more 
vear to offset a world-wide short- 
age which “has grown more criti- 


cal in recent weeks.” It is im- |

An amendment to the OPA act to 
require removal of price controls 
in various fieldg as supply comes 
into balance with demand was ap- 
proved 20 to 3 today by the House 
Banking Committee, 

The action would leave to Presi- 
dent Truman the decisions ag to 
when various controlg shall be 
eliminated. 

Approval of the amendment 
proposed by Representative Brown 
(Dem.), Georgia, came after the 
committee rejected, 15 to 9, a sub- 
stitute amendment by Representa- 
tive Wolcott (Rep.), Michigan, 
senior Republican on the commit- 
tee, This would have left decon- 
trol decisions largely in the 
hands of industry advisory com- 
mittees. 

The Brown amendment, which 
would provide for abolition of 
price controls not later than June 
30, 1947, is still subject to action 
by the House and Senate. 

As the amendment !s worded, it 
would be the policy of the Con- 
gress that the general control of 
prices and wages, and the use of 
subsidies under the OPA act 
“shall be terminated, without fur- 
ther extension, not later than 
June 30, 1947, and that on that 
date the Office of Price Admin- 
istration shall be abolished.” 

The Price Administrator and 
Secretary of Agriculture would be 
required immediately to draw up 
a comprehensive plan for the proe 
gressive removal of price controls 
and subsidies “in order that the 
return to a free market and to 
free collective bargaining may be 
accomplished on or before June 
30, 1947, without disturbance of 
the national economy.” 

The Pregident would be required 
not later than next April 1 to 
report to Congresa what commod- 
ities, including housing accommo- 
dations, are so critically scarce as 
to necessitate the continuance of 
controls after "une 30, 1947.”

McFarland said that Donnell 
had not produced on the Senate 
floor, or before the subcommit- 
tee, “a single iota of evidence” 
which connected Vardaman with 
any wrongdoing. 

Cites War Record. 

McFarland recited a portion of 
the war record of Commodore 
Vardaman, reading his citation for 
the Legion of Merit, and asked 
that his entire war record be 
placed in the record.

Following McFarland’s __ state- 
ment, Senator Eugene D. Millikin

low which we cannot go.” 
Senator Wayne Morse (Rep.),

Strangest of all strange aspects 
of this debate is that time and 
again Donnell, whose reputation

And the chief Vardaman advo- 
cate during the debate has been 
none other than Donnell’s fellow 
Republican, Millikin. Vardaman’s 
Democratic supporters have dele- 
gated to Millikin, an able trial 
lawyer, the task of opposing Don- 
nell. With repeated interruptions, 
Millikin has forcibly advanced the 
theory that the Senate ought to 
consider only such evidence as 
would be admitted in trial of a 
law suit, 

Under this theory the Senate 
would be compelled to disregard 
the testimony of Frank O. Bittner 
Jr., former executive vice presi- 
dent of the Vardaman Shoe Co.; 
Paul De Coster, formerly its comp- 
troller, and Sam Reyburn, for- 
merly its factory superintendent, 
and there would be nothing left 
of the contention that Vardaman 
ordered padding of the Nov. 30, 
1941, inventory of the shoe com- 
pany, a few months before it en- 
tered bankruptcy. 

Donnell’s Position. 

But Donnell has insisted that 
this is not the trial of a law suit 
where the rules of evidence apply. 
It is, he holds, an inquiry by the 
Senate into the qualifications of 
Vardaman to hold an important 
Federal office with a term of 14 
years. 

The rules of evidence are prop- 
erly applied in trial of law suits, 
to protect jurors innocent of the 
law from falling into error, he 
concedes. 

But, he holds, in a Senate in- 
quiry they have no application, be- 
cause the Senators are presumed 
to be men of mature judgment, 
able to sift the truth from un- 
truth, to accept one statement as 


a fact and to reject another, to. 


achieve, through their own mental 
processes, an intelligent conclu- 
sion on the fitness or unfitness 
of a candidate for tne office to 
which he has been nominated. 

Donnell’s marathon performance 
fn the course of which his voice 
has dwindled from a stentorian 
bellow to a hoarse whisper, with 
every syllable uttered costing him 
a severe physical effort, has gained 
at least one convert, Senator 
Morse. 

Morse, in announcing late yes- 
terday that he would ask that the 
vote be deferred, said he had in- 
tended to vote for Vardaman’s 
confirmation, but could not do so 
now in view of the serious charges 
against Vardaman of which he 
learned through Donnell’s address. 
Instantly Senator McFarland was 
on his feet to insist that there was 
no “evidence” of any serious 
charge against Vardaman. Here 
again McFarland was relying on 
the rules of evidence through 
which the subcommittee which 
considered the nomination ruled 
out testimony and affidavits con- 
cerning Vardaman and the padded 
inventory. 


HAWAIl TEACHER TELLS 
OF WAVE AND RESCUE 


Former Fulton Girl Saw Com- 


panion Disappear in 


Swirling Watet.

LAUPAHOEHOE, Hawaii Is- 
land, T. H., April 3 (UP)—Miss 
Marsue McGuiness, 21-year-old 
school teacher, formerly uf Fulton, 
Mo., told today how a giant seis- 
mic ocean wave swept her out to 
sea with three companions in a 
beach cottage Monday morning. 
Miss McGuiness, whose home is 
Columbus, O., was rescued after 

floating nine hours on a log. 


The wave engulfed the cottage 
in which she and her companions, 
Fay Johnson, Vinton, Va.; Helen 
Kingseed, Sidney, O.; and Dorothy 


Drake, Columbus, O., were living. 


“It was shortly before 7 o'clock,” 
she said, “when we noticed the 
first wave coming in. We had 
never seen a tidal wave before. 


“The first wave washed up over 
the edge of the peninsula, but 
didn’t reach the cottage. 

“The next wave came a little 
closer. I remember looking out 
the window and seeing some chil- 
dren playing in the grounds. 

“Then a huge wave struck us, 
lifting the cottage off the founda- 
tions and tossing it around. 

“We all screamed. The cottage 
seemed to fall apart. I saw Helen 
and Fay caught in the swirling 
water and go down almost im- 
mediately. Neither of them can 
swim and I know they must be 
lost. 


“The last I saw of Dorothy she 
was trying to get up on a roof 
which ;went toppling crazily by 
me. She had no clothes on. 

“Then I went down myself a 
couple of times as the water 
seemed to boil around me. It 
seemed like I was under for hours, 
but I remembered to hold my 
breath and finally, when I came 
to the surface, I took a deep 
breath and then went under again. 

“At last the water seemed to 
calm and I found myself floating 
on the surface near a log, which 
I grabbed for support. 

“I saw a number of children 
floating near me, clinging to 
wreckage. Some of the children 
disappeared. [ was numb and 
dazed.” 

Miss McGuiness was rescued by 
her fiance, Dr. Liebert Fernandez, 
a physician, and three companions 
who ventured to sea in a small 


motorboat. 
“I don’t know how long it whe 
before Dr. Fernandez and h 
friends came in a boat,” she said. 
“Before they did, a plane circled 
overhead and dropped a_ rubber 
raft. I managed to get into it and 
later I was rescued.” 

Two children clinging to a 
nearby log also were taken into 
the boat,

A crowd attracted to the west 
side of the auditorium became 
unruly at times before the meet- 
ing started and three men were 
arrested when they scuffled with 
Smith’s adherents and tried to get 
into the assembly hall, 

The pickets began their demon- 
stration an hour before the prin- 
cipal speaker, the Rev. Arthur 
W. Terminiello, suspended Roman 
Catholic priest of Birmingham, 
Ala., was scheduled to make his 
address. 

Signs With Slogans.on Them. 

Bearing signs with the slogans, 
“Let’s put a stop to it,” “Don’t 
let it happen here” and “Now 
showing inside only, Gerald L. K. 
Smith’s rat circus,” members of 
the American Veterans’ Commit- 
tee, the National Maritime Union, 
the National Organization for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
and other groups paced up and 
down the sidewalk, chanting: “No 
American Fascists.” 

About 60 policemen, half of them 
in plain clothes, kept the lines 
moving and made the demonstra- 
tors stay behind the stone railing 
in front of the auditorium. From 
this vantage point the anti-Smith 
faction spat on the people going 
to the meeting, shouted “fraulein” 
at tne women and heckled Don 
Lohbeck, Smith’s publicity man, 
who was standing in the doorway. 
Smith evaded crossing the picket 


line by taking the Fifteenth street 
stage door entrance. 

The men arrested said they were 
Herman Markowitz, 5284A Water- 
man avenue, Allen Stein, 556 Per- 
due avenue, University City, and 
Stanley Cohen, 2916 Renshaw ave- 
nue, East St. Louis. Markowitz 
was released last night. The 
others were released today. 

Lohbeck Speaks, 

Lohbeck opened the meeting 
with the Lord’s Prayer then gave 
a short dissertation on his pride 
in his German blood. He was fol- 
lowed by Lorence Asman, repre- 
senting the Ohristian Veterans of 
America, who told of being court- 
martialed for disrespect to an of- 
ficer and said he was branded as 
subversive because he wrote a let- 
ter to President Roosevelt accus- 
ing him of being a traitor and ad- 
vising him to hang himself. 

Father Terminiello arrived from 
Chicago by airplane and returned 
there immediately after the meet- 
ing to attend his trial on charges 
of disorderly conduct at a Smith 
rally held in*that city.

HONOLULU, April 3 (AP)—The 
debris of wave-ravaged Hilo yield- 
ed seven more bodies today as vol- 
unteers continued their search. 

The earthquake-born'  disturb- 
ance—now completely subsided— 
took possibly 176 lives as it pound- 
ed shores from the Aleutians to 
Hawaii, to California and to Peru. 

The territorial government 
rounded up clothing, including 
6000 diapers, and huge stocks of 
food for Hilo, Damage rose into 
millions of dollars, and most in- 
surance policies did not cover 
wave destruction. 


Hawaii Casualties. 


The territorial toll of 79 dead 
and 8&5 missing included: Hilo and 
the island of Hawaii 55 dead and 
73. missing; Kauai 12 and sjx; 
Maui seven and five, and Oahu 
five and one. All bodies had been 
identified. 

Added to these were 10 pre- 
sumed deaghs in the Aleutians and 
one each in California and Peru. 

About 4000 Hawaiians were 
homeless. About 450 were injured. 

Pacific fleet headquarters re- 
ported it was in radio contact with 
all Pacific islands on which there 
were United States naval) installa- 
tions, and that it had no reports 
of any loss of life. The Army and 
Coast Guard also had no reports 
of deaths. 

No Recurrence Expected. 

The Navy’s Alaska Sea Frontier 
command at Kodiak said last 
night that no further effect or 
recurrence of the wave was ex- 
pected. 

(A United Press dispatch from 
Tokyo said moderate waves struck 


the Japanese islands yesterday at 
low tide, but caused almost no 
damage.) 

Hawalian Relief Work. 

Territorial. Gov. Ingram M. 
Stainback, meeting with Army, 
Navy and Red Cross officials, 
named special representatives to 
direct the task of sending criti- 
cal items and services to ravaged 
areas, 

Air-sea rescue squadrons were 
searching the waters along the 
coast of Hawaii island for 25 
school children and three teach- 
ers who are believed to have been 
washed to sea from the village of 
Laupahoehoe. 

An LST picked up two children 
yesterday, 30 hours after they 
were swept from the beach. They 
had clung to wreckage, then 
clambered into a life raft dropped 
by a plane. 


Geodetic Stirvey Said to Lack 
Facilities to Chart Quake. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department de- 
clared yesterday its Coast and 
Geodetic Survey was not properly 
equipped “to obtain immediately” 
the locations of earthquakes in 
certain distant Pacific areas. 

This includes the “troughs” 
south of the Aleutian Islands, a 
statement said. The quakes which 
caused Monday's disastrous Pa- 
cific tial waves centered south 
of the Aleutians, 

The Department’s statement fol- 
lowed reports from Honolulu that 
Army and Navy oficers were pro- 
testing lack of warning from the 
survey of the tidal waves which 
struck the Hawaiians. It made 
no mention of such protests, how- 
ever.

SOME FORD PLANTS T0 CLOSE 
BECAUSE OF STEEL SHORTAGE 


DETROIT, April 3 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co. announced today 
that because of inability to obtain 
sufficient steel supplies it will 
close down a portion of its opera- 


tions from tomorrow night until 
April 10. 

Approximately 18,500 production 
workers in the Detroit area and 
16,500 employed in branch assem- 
bly plants in other sections of the 
country will be laid off. 

“Our steel supply has been 
almost exhausted during the last 
four weeks,” M, L. Bricker, vice 
president in charge of production, 
explained. The shortage is due, 
he said, “because rolHing mills have 
not reached high level output.” 
Steel mills recently closed by 
strike face curtailment of produc- 
tion due to the current soft coal 
mine stoppage.

Prosecutor Quits. 

Eisenhower acted on the basis 
of a London dispatch saying Capt. 
Earl J. Carroll, the prosecutor, 
had resigned and had accused 
the Army of mishandling the 
court-martial to protect top Army 
officials. 

In London Capt. Carroll said he 
had “been relieved from duty” on 
the staff prosecuting charges of 
brutality against eight enlisted 
men and two officers accused of 
mistreating United States Army 
prisoners at the Lichfield deten- 
tion camp. 


The United Press quoted Capt. 
Carroll as alleging that repre- 
sentatives of higher headquarters 
offered the accused enlisted men 
30-month sentences in return for 
agreeing to be tried by stipulated 
testimony rather than with wit- 
nesses. 

He urged joint trial of officers 
and men rather than separate 
prosecution of the enlisted men 
which “may seriously preclude a 
successful prosecution of the of- 
ficers.

HOMMA EXECUTED

floodlit execution yard. 


(The Associated Press said a 
black hood covered his head, his 
arms were bound behind him, and 
ithe 12 rifles of the execution 
squad were aimed at a four-inch 
round white target over his heart. 
|At least one of the rifles and per- 
haps as many as four contained 
blanks, so that thé men who fired 
will never know which of their 
shots were harmless.) 


Some survivors of Homma's 
death march, in which ft is esti- 
mated 16,000 Filipino and 1200 
American prisoners died, ex- 
pressed grim satisfaction when 
they learned of the execution. 
Homma during his trial had ad- 
mitted responsibility for the 
march from Bataan, but denied 
knowing it was a march of death. 


Secrecy surrounded the execu- 
tion, as in the case of Yamashita. 
The official Army announcement 
came nine hours after Homma 
was shot to death at 12:57 a. m., 

News Spreads Quickly. 

However, news of his execution 
spread quickly through Manila be- 
fore the official announcement, 
and little groups gathered to dis- 
cuss it on street corners through- 
out the city. 


Homma was sentenced to death 
on Feb. 11. The tribunal which 
convicted him on the 42 counts 
found him innocent of an addi- 
tional charge that he unlawfully 
refused to grant quarter to Lt. 
Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright's 
troops on Corregidor and other 
fortified islands in Manila Bay 
in May 1942. . 


Gen. MacArthur, in directing 
that the death sentence be car- 
ried out, said he had studied the 
records in the case and concluded: 


“No trial could have been fair- 
er; no accused ever was given 
more complete opportunity for de- 
fense; no judicial process ever 
wae freer of prejudice. The trial 
was conducted in the unshaded 
light of the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth.” 


On the same day that Homma 
was convicted, the United States 
Supreme Court refused to inter- 
fere in the trial. The court cited 
as a precedent its rejection of a 
plea from Gen. Yamashita a week 
earlier. 


Spoke English Fluently. 


Homma did not conform to the 
popular conception of a Japanese 
general. His fluent English}+—which 
he spoke with a pronounced Brit- 
ish accent—and his suave manner 
with foreigners set him apart 
from the run of Japanese mili- 
tarists. 

Homma first came into promi- 
nence in 1939 as commander in 
chief of Japanese forces at Tient- 
sin. It was understood that he had 
been sent to North China as a 
“reliable’ commander to control 
the rabid young officers who were 
humiliating British subjects. 


Correspondents described him as 
jovial, frank, and without the jit- 
tery self-consciousness character- 
istic of most Japanese officers. 

Homma played no great role, 
however, in Japan’s military op- 
erations in China. His big chance 
came when he invaded the Philip- 
pines Dec, 10, 1941, But the Ameri- 
can and Filipino resistance was 
greater than either Homma or the 
high command had bargained for. 
It was not until May 6, 1942, that 
Corregidor fell and Homma could 
report he had conquered the is- 
lands, 

Retired in 1942. 


The delay irked the Japanese 
high command. He never again 
was entrusted with an important 
command. In August 1942 he was 
retired from the Army. 

At his war crimes ae: which 
began Jan. 3 in Manila, Homma 
and several of his defense wit- 
nesses stressed his alleged un- 
popularity with wartime Premier 
Hideki Tojo and other top Jap- 
anese militarists. They said he 
was looked upon as “pro-British” 
and generally too gentle for -the 
sterner tasks of war. 

Prosecution witnesses, however 
—including several Japanese— 
told a different story. One of 
Homma’s own staff officers testi- 
fied the general had “a very thin 
interest” in the fate of the Amer- 
ican and Filipimo prisoners who 
fell into his hands, 

The prosecution submitted evi- 
dence to prove that 67,000 Fili- 
pino and American prisoners died 
of neglect or were killed while 
Homma was Japanese command- 
er in the islands, more than 30,- 
000 of them in the notorious 
O’Donnell and Cabanatuan camps. 

Homma disclaimed any knowl- 
edge of atrocities by his men, but 
conceded: “I am morally respon- 
sible for anything that happened 
untier my command.”

testified that as a sign of sub- 
mission he adopted a formula ap- 
pearing in nearly every document 
which ran: “Therefore, by order 
of the Fuehrer.” 
States His Philosophy. 

“I am a soldier by inclination 
and conviction,” declared the de- 
fendant. “I have given 44 years 
of service to my country and peo- 
ple. I have always held my duty 
to be complete surrender to the 
tasks falling to my lot. I was the 
same man under the Kaiser, the 
Weimar Republic and the Fueh- 
rer.” 

He was a regimental officer in 
World War I, volunteered after- 
ward for the Reichswehr and in 
1929 found himself chief of a 
small office in the ministry of war 
which served for liaison among 
the land, sea and air force. 

In 1935 Hitler abolished the min- 
istry of war and established the 
Wehrmacht, with Field Marshal 
Werner von Blomberg as com- 
mander in chief. Keitel became 
Blomberg’s chief of staff. Three 
years later the Fuehrer compelled 
Blomberg to resign and made him- 
self commander in chief of the 
armed forces, 


To his unbounded astonishment, 
Keitel testified, he was appointed 
to the second highest military po- 
sition in the Reich—that of chief 
of the Wehrmacht supreme com- 
mand. He quickly found that this 
position was one in name only. 

Hitler All-Powerful. 

Hitler was not merely his own 
minister of war, but actually com- 
mander in chief, exercising direct 
and personal authority, deputizing 
no powers and permitting no in- 
termediary between himself and 
the commanders of the army, navy 
and air force. The Fuehrer was 
warmly satisfied with his docile 
new subordinate. Keitel said Hit- 
ler frequently remarked to him: 
“I could never put these ideas 
through with Blomberg.” 

“T have realized here for the 
ifirst time,” said Keitel, “that the 
title of chief of the Wehrmacht 
supreme command never applied 
to me at all. At no time did my 

position approach that of chief of 
the German General Staff. 
Setup of Commands. 

“The prosecution has introduced 
a diagram showing four supreme 
commands—OKW, OKH, OKL and 
OKM. That is to say, the Ober- 
kommandos (high commands) of 
the Wehrmacht, Army, Luftwaffe 
and Navy. 

“Of these it has been said that 
OKW was the greatest. That is 
not so. There were actually only 
three supreme commands — OKH, |; 
OKL and OKM. OKW was a small 
administrative body which com- 
municated the Fuehrer’s orders to 
the three branches of the armed 
forces.” °

The Conaieder that Byron Nel- 
son, golf's greatest money winner 
the past two years, will play in 
the Western Open at Sunset next 
month assures St. Louisans of a 
linkside seat for a major phase of 
the big battle brewing for suprem- 
acy in the profession. 

Lord Byron, feeling the strain 
of continuous competition, is 
pointing for only four major tour- 
nament championships in the 
summer season and the Western 
will be one of those whose prestige 
is so important to the man in the 
business. 

Tournament chairman Fred 
Dowd of Sunset announced yester- 
day that word was received from 
Scotty Fessenden of the Western 
Golf Association that Nelson 
would play here, ending all*doubt 
originally growing out of Nelson's 
earlier plans to go on a tour to 
Africa. 

Other Stars to Play. 

Fessenden signed Nelson on the 
dotted line at the Augusta Mas- 
ters’ tournament, Dowd said, and 
the leading professional expressed 
himself as very eager to win the 
Western. 

This tournament, set for May 
24-26 at Sunset, undoubtedly will 
attract the present leading money 
winner Ben Hogan as well as an- 
other famous contender, Sam 
Snead. 

There are any number of other 
professionals who might win here, 
but the season’s prospective 
pitched battle among these three 
is the advance picture exciting 
golf fans here. 

Hogan, who came out of mili- 
‘tary service last fall and accumu- 
lated a series of tournament vic- 
tories that put him at the top of 
the money players for the first 
months of this year, was the lead- 
ing money winner in 1940 and 1941. 
Snead was second and Nelson 
third in those years. 

Second Choice in Masters. 

Fred Corcoran, tournament man- 
ager of the P.G.A., recalls at that 
time Nelson was a professional 
at Inverness in Toledo and was 
not permitted to make the entire 
summer tour. Then in 1944 and 
1945, when Nelson rose to the top 
and established his exceptional 
scoring average of 68.33 for some 
100 rounds, Hogan was in the serv- 
ice and so was Sam Snead for 
most of the time. 

Snead, 1942 national P.G.A. tour- 

nament champion and regarded as 
having even greater potentialities, 
showed recently that. he may be 
ready to snap out of his occa- 
sional doldrums by winning at 
Jacksonville, Fla, and Greens- 
boro, N. 
At this stage of the season, the 
present regard for these three is 
indicated in a poll taken by Cor- 
coran at Augusta for the Masters’ 
starting there tomorrow. Hogan 
led as the favorite with 23 points, 
Nelson was second with 17 and 
Snead third with 11, 

The Masters’ tournament this 
week closes the professionals win- 
ter circuit tour and a 72-hole 
score surpassing the record 279 
is expected to develop irom the 
hot competition. 

The amateur group of entries. 
includes the most promising 
Frank Stranahan of Toledo and 
Carey Middlecoff of Memphis, as 
well as St. Louisan Bob Cochran, 
whose injuries in a recent auto 
accident are likely to prevent him 
from showing too well. 

Hogan never has defeated Nel- 
son at Augusta. He lost in a play- 
off with the defending cham- 
pion in 1942, the last year the 
Bobby Jones-inspired Masters 
event was held.

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State Department Ignored Facts 


On Argentina, Peron's Election 
The Bitter Fruits, Welles Asserts 


Officials Refused to Recognize His Populari- 
ty and Self-Evident Truth That People 
‘Would Regard Blue Book as Insult, He 
Says—Cites Damage to Relations.

The Argentine election returns have not yet been officially pro- 


claimed. Col. Juan Peron has, however, undoubtedly won the Pres- 
idency by an overwhelming majority in the Electoral College, and by 


a substantial margin in the popular vote. 


Impartial observers report 


that the elections were entirely fair. Argentines of all parties declare 
that in 40 years no elections have been freer from fraud or coercion. 
Even the busybodies from the United States who rushed to Buenos 
Aires for election day, are compelled to admit the truth of these facts. 


For over two years I have 
warned that the policy of the De- 
partment of State would arouse 
popular support for the military 
leaders, would weaken the liberal 
and democratic forces, would 
create antagonism toward the 
United States among all classes of 
the Argentine people, and would 
rapidly disrupt, because of the 
fears and suspicions which it 
would raise, the solidarity of the 
American republics. That is pre- 
cisely what has now occurred,- — 

The United States is tasting the 
bitter fruits of a policy which was 
held up to us shortly after its 
inauguration as a shining example 
of successful diplomacy. 

The Department of State re- 
fused to recognize the great popu- 
Jar strength which Col. Peron had 
secured because of his ability to 
gell himself to the masses of the 
people as their champion in ob- 
taining for them social and eco- 
nomic reforms which were long 
overdue. 

Blue Book an Insult. 

It ignored the self-evident truth 
that the publication of it® Blue 
Book two weeks before the elec- 
tion would be regarded as an 
insult to the nation's sovereignty 
by every Argentine. 

Latin-American feeling is clear- 
ly expressed by Arturo Rosello in 
the Habana newspaper Diario de 
la Marina of March 10. He de- 
clares that “adult peoples” like the 
Argentines “do not regard any 
democratic form of government as 
truly desirable when it is offered 
them as a result of foreign inter- 
vention. An dthe military dic- 
tatorship which could have been 
dissolved as a result of the repu- 
diation and opposition of the will 
of the people, gained overwhelm- 
ing prestige by becoming, through 
its victory at the polls, the symbol 
of national sovereignty.” 

As a result of United States pol- 
icy all elements in Argentina are 
now openly hostile to this country. 
Even the leaders of the demo- 
cratic parties are bitterly assert- 
ing that the interference of the 
United States helped to bring 
about the triumph of Col. Peron. 

Principles of Case. 

Many writers here are trying to 
make us believe that the damage 
done to our national interests, and 
to the entire hemisphere, is of 
little consequence in comparison 
with the fact that the Department 
of State has been battling for a 
lofty principle. 

These writers would have us 
think that our assertion of the 
right to impose governments 
which we consider democratic 
upon al] of the weaker peoples of 
the hemisphere is responsive to a 
lofty principle. 

The United States possesses no 
guch right. On the contrary, it 
has, by treaty, renounced the 
assertion of any such right. 

In so far as principles are in- 
volved, the policy of the State 
Department has deliberately vi- 
olated principles to which this 
government is solemnly pledged. 
Tt has violated the third article of 
the Atlantic Charter. It has violat- 


ed the letter and the spirit of 
the basic inter-American agree- 
ments into which the United 
States has entered since 1933. 
Policy Continuing. 

What is peculiarly disquieting is 

the indication that the Depart- 
ment of State continues bullhead- 
edly to pursue the same Policies 
which have failed so grotesquely. 
It has circularized the other 
American republics announcing 
that it will participate in no in- 
ter-American agreements in which 
the new Argentine government 
takes part. 
Unless the United States returns 
to the basic principles of the Good 
Neighbor Policy, no inter-Ameri- 
can conference can now be held 
without risking a break-up of the 
inter-American system and the 
total destruction of Pan American 
solidarity. 

The Good Neighbor Policy was 

founded on respect for the free- 
dom and the sovereign rights of 
the peoples of the Americas; on 
our abstention from every form 
of interference in their domestic 
concerns; and on consultation and 
friendly co-operation between all 
of the American republics with 
regard to every problem which 
affected the security or welfare 
of the hemisphere. 
The Good Neighbor Policy, and 
the inter-American system based 
upon it, were altogether success- 
ful. They proved to be of incal- 
culable benefit to the United 
States and to all of the other 
American republics. 

The policy pursued by the De- 
partment of State during the past 
two years has resulted in a series 
of unrelieved failures. It has done 
grave injury to this country’s 
highest interests, and to the wel- 
fare of the rest of the New World. 

Will American public opinion 
permit a continuation of this dis- 
astrous policy? 


Mexican Disapproves U.S. Charges 
Against Argentina, 

NEW YORK, April 3 (UP)—. 
Francisco Castillo Najera, foreign 
minister of Mexico and delegate 
to the United Nations Security 
Council, said yesterday that he be- 
lieved the United States’s “blue 
book” charging Argentina with 
pro-Nazi tendencies “lacked a 
basis for the accusations” made 
against that country. ) 

Najera indicated that the Mexi- 
can reply, to the United States’s 
request for hemisphere concur- 
rence on the blue book which he 
said was sent to Washington on 
March 22, rejected the document 
in principle, | 

While the blue book, he said, 
“contained some proof that in the 
past certain elements of Argen- 
tina were at least in close touch 
with the Nazis, it lacks a basis for 
accusations that the Peron gov- 
ernment constitutes ai threat 
against international peace or 
hemispheric solidarity.” 

Najera, explaining Mexico's 
policy toward Argentina, said “we 
don’t care what kind of govern- 
ment they elect so long as it is 
elected without foreign  inter- 
ference.” 


RED ATOM SCIENTIST SAYS 
NEW DISCOVERIES ARE NEAR 


MOSCOW, April 3 (AP)—Abra- 
ham Joffe, one of Russia’s fore-‘ 
most authorities on Atomic 
energy, asserted today in the gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia that 
the time is*not far off when Rus- 
sian scientists will examine the 
properties of the atomic kernel 
with the same ease with which 
they now study the energy of 
gases and crystal structure. 

He added that Russian 
physicists stand on the threshold 
of a new technique of turning an 
atomic kernel’s energy into num- 
erous fields, including rocket 
motor power. 

“Soon there will appear cyclo- 
trons and synchtrons producing 
up to 300,000,000 and more volts,” 
he said, adding: “But in cosmic 
rays we meet with particles with 
energy in billions, thousands of 
billions and millions of billions of 
volts. ; 

Soviet scientists have for some 
time concentrated on cosmic rays 
in their study of atomic energy.

‘Plug Uglies 
On Radio Hit 
In New Book 


Author Credits 
Drive on Their 

Use to Post-Dis- 
- patch Editorial.

WASHINGTON, April 3. 

RITICISM of certain practices 
C by radio broadcasters, includ- 

ing the use of the “plug-ugly” 
and the middle commercial in 
news broadcasts, is voiced by 
Charlies A. Siepmann in a book, 
“Radio’s Second Chance,” pub- 
Mshed today. 

Siepmann, a former consultant 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission, credits the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch with starting, im an 
editorial of Jan. 18, 1945, a move- 
ment demanding that the four 
major networks quit interrupting 
newscasts with commercial plugs 
and stop letting newscasts be 
sponsored by objectionable adver- 
tisers. 

“Other papers joined the hue 
and cry,” Siepmann stated. “A 
Chicago Daily News editorial 
lashed out against the ‘lush-voiced 
hams dramatizing trivial news 
items in one breath and extolling 
the virtues of El Stinko cigars in 
the next, without even changing 
pace.” The Chicago Times came 
across with this one: ‘There re- 
cently has developed a tendency 
toward shouting, screaming com- 
mercials that insult the intelli- 
gence but assault the ear in an 
unmerciful fashion,’” 

Artists as “Candy Butchers.” 

The New York Times was quot- 
ed as attacking a practice that 
“has forced the nation's best en- 
tertainers to act as candy butch- 
ers and debase their integrity as 
artists. It has permitted screech- 
ing voices to yell at our children 
to eat this or that if they want 
to be as efficient as some fiction- 
al character.” 

Some of the material in the 
book, published for popular con- 
sumption by Little, Brown & Co., 
Boston, is similar to that which 
made up a report on Public Serv- 
ice Responsibility of Broadcast 
Licensees issued March 7 by the 
FCC. 

Siepmann sketched the develop- 
ment of radio broadcasting and 
asserted that “not only has the 
character of programs changed, 
but also the concept of program 
service. The blueprint of radio’s 
first architects has been put aside. 
A trust has been betrayed in favor 
of a fortune.” 

Development of FM. 

Radio’s second chance, Siep- 
mann said, is in the development 
of frequency modulation transmis- 
sion (FM). In addition to other 
advantages, this type of transmis- 
sion will make possible technically 
from 3500 to 5000 additional radio 
stations, Siepmann said. 

“The moot question is whether 
the vested interests of radio will 
have the power to impose their 
restrictive will over the new realm 
of radio that science has opened 
up to us,” he added. “Shall we 
muff this second chance?” 

In Siepmann’s opinion, FM will 
be used widely by non-profit or- 
ganizations, such as labor unions, 
churches, foundations and educa- 
tional institutions. He quoted one 
estimate that a 250-watt transmit- 
ter can be placed in operation for 
$10,000 or perhaps less.

Organized in Russia.

The chieftain confirmed Iranian 
army reports that the Sardasht, 
Baneh and Saqgqiz garrisons still 
were holding out, and said attacks 
by “irregulars of the’ Ghazi Mo- 
hammed army” now were con- 
centrated against Sardasht, west- 
ernmost of the three outposts. 

He added that Mullah Mustafa 
left Saujbulagh a “few days ago” 
to “organize a new drive” against 
the key garrison at Saqqiz.

EACE hopes in Manchuria’s 
P civil war brightened today with 

the arrival by air of an impos- 
ing list of Chinese Communist 
generals for the parleys and with 
Chinese Nationalist team-leaders 
expected this afternoon. 

The Mukden headquarters, 
though cut off from the rest of 
Manchuria in three directions by 
Communist troops, was treating 
three planeloads of Communist 
military men as honored guests 
in the city’s heart. 

The incoming Reds were headed 
by stubby, spectacled Lt. Gen. Yao 
Nui-shih. Gen Yao is the politi- 
cal commissar of the new Fourth 
Army and hence the topmost 
Communist military dealer of 
northeast China. 

The general went directly by 
jeep to the Russian Intourists’ 
hotel, the Yamato in the center 
of Mukden, where Gen. George C. 
Marshall's director of operations, 
Brig. Gen. Henry Byroade, was 
awaiting him. A two and one-half 
hour conference ensued, 

Though no statement was is- 
sued, it was presumed that Yao 
was asked by Byroade to unveil 
such important but still obscure 
matters as the location of the 
Communist Army’s secret head- 
quarters in Manchuria and wheth- 
er Yao comes to Mukden empow- 
ered by Yenan to exert a check on 
troop movements by Red Gener- 
alissimo Lim Piao. Yenan, the 
Communist capital, claims to be 
in contact with Lim Piao, but 
Mukden is ignorant of his exact 
whereabouts. 

The Communists showed the 
high emphasis they place on the 
outcome of the peace efforts in 
Manchuria by sending among their 
45 team members such veteran sol- 
diers as Maj. Gen. Wang Chao-tao, 
who commands the crack Fifth Di- 
vision in the Red new Fourth 
Army, and Maj. Gen. Keng Piao. 
Keng Piao, as deputy chief of 
staff to the top Communist in 
Peiping, Lt. Gen. Yeh Chien-ying, 
has been most co-operative with 
the Americans and Chinese Na- 
Continued on Page 12, Column 4.

Oil Is Vital U. §. Concern

O far as international oil is concerned, the United States is still 
in the diaper stage, Our Government has not only known little® 
about the oil of the world—apparently it has not wanted to know. : 
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In the horse and buggy days, when oil was used only as a lubricant, : 


this attitude may have been excusable, 


But not now. Too much- 


depends upon what we do about oil for us to bg either ignorant or~ 


negligent, 


Already we know that our petroleum supplies are dimin-- 


ishing to the point that they probably will not fuel another war, or: 


even our own civilian economy for another generation. 


As Petroleum Administrator for 
War, I soon became convinced of 
two things. First, we must supple- 
ment our vanishing supplies of oil 
by agreements that would make 
foreigh supplies readily accessible 
to us, if and when we need them. 
And, second, the peace of the 
world depended upon the equitable 
solution of the distributing ques- 
tion of oil mor: than upon any 
other factor. 


State Department Listless, 


Both of these problems were pri- 
marily the concern of the State 
Department. I could never find 
more than a listless interest in oil 
among our \ell-tailored diplomats, 
so I decided to take up the world 
question with President Roosevelt. 
This involved going over the head 
of the Secretary of State who was, 
I assume, concerned with what he 
considered were more weighty 
matters. I spent a good deal of 
time talking with Roosevelt on in- 
ternational oil concerns, and I al- 
ways found him a sympathetic 
and intelligent listener. 

My interest resulted in the pro- 
posed Anglo-American oil treaty 
which was first negotiated in 1944 
and again in 1945 at the specific 
request of President Truman. This 
agreement was intended to be the 
beginning of a series that it was 
hoped would slick down the trou- 
bled waters of international af- 
fairs. 

When I brought back from Lon- 
don the Anglo-American oil treaty 
last October I told President Tru- 
man that we ought to lose no time 
in talking oil with Russia. The 
President agreed, That was prac- 
tically six months ago, but so far 
as I know nothing has been done 
except some fine and fancy thumb 
twiddling. » 

Red Interest in Iran. 

It required no great perspicacity 
to foresee that Russia would di- 
rect a sharp eye in the direction of 
Iran, for a large part of that coun- 
try is floating on a sea of oil. 
Although Russia has, or is be- 
lieved to have, tremendous oil re- 
serves of her own, she has as much 
legitimate interest in that of Iran 
as the United States has in oil 


outside of her own borders. We: 
too have large oil resources of our- 
own and we hope to find more.- 
Great Britain, which has only neg-- 
ligible oil reserves, is, of course,: 
tremendously interested in crude 
petroleum in all accessible parts 
of the world. 3 

It was indifference of the high- 
est order, or inexcusable stupid— 
ity, that we should not have taken 
steps long ago to talk oil with the 
Russians. We might not have 
reached an understanding, but @ 
failure to accomplish after ar 
earnest effort is one thing, while 
a failure even to try is worse than 
a crime; it is a blunder. 

My belief was that we should 
have sat down promptly with the 
Russians after we had negotiated 
the Anglo-American oil treaty; 
and in just as free and frank @ 
spirit as we had negotiated with 
the British. 


Peace—or Another War. 


The British did not ask us for 
anything that was unfair or con- 
trary to our national interest, f 
would not ask for friendlier or 
more understanding people than 
the British were during our oil 
conversations. I do not believe 
that the Russians would have act- 
ed any differently. Naturally they 
are disturbed when they hear of 
valuable concessidns of Iranian 
oil given to the nationals of other 
countries. We would feel the same 
in similar circumstances. 

I am far from subscribing te 
the theory that Russia should be 
given everything that she wants 
I do not believe that Russia ex- 
pects to operate on a basis of all 
take and no give. I believe furs 
ther that, in the primary resources 
of oil, all nations have a legiti- 
mate interest to which considera- 
tion should be paid. That is, i¢ 
we want peace and not another 
war. 


I hope that the State Depart. 
ment will not regard me as dis- 
respectful if I urge that it take 
off its spats and put on its hip 
boots and wade into this issue, 
lacking the amicable solution of 
which, there can be little hope of 
world peace, 


COMMITTEE FOR BILL TO FREE 
RAILWAYS FROM BANKRUPTCY 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
A bill to allow debtor railroads to 
be freed from bankruptcy after 
seven consecutive years of solvent 
operation has been approved by 
the House judiciary committee. 

Representative Reed (Rep., 
Illinois), its author, said that if 
it is enacted it “will permit sol- 
vent railroads to be returned to 
Aheir rightful owners—their pres- 
ent stockholders.” He has been 
working for the bill for three 
years. | 

Under his measure, railroads re- 
leased from bankruptcy would 
have 18 months in which to ad- 
just their obligations to creditors. 
Bankruptcy proceedings would be 
resumed after that if they failed.

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Strike interruptions of essential public serv- 
ices have become a first-rank labor problem in 
frequency and severity alike. Since the solu- 
tion is fairly clearly defined, the problem should 
not be allowed to grow worse. 

Municipal government itself is struck against 
in Detroit, where 5200 AFL transit workers, city 
employes all, are causing great harm to all 
manners of business. In Akron, where cid 
workers have shut down the privately-owned 
transit system, the damage to the public is also 
severe, And these, of course, are only the most 
recent of a long list of telephone and telegraph, 
electricity and other public-service interruptions. 

The problem took on near-tragic proportions 
in Virginia last week. His state’s welfare threat- 
ened by a scheduled electricity strike, Gov. Tuck 
moved under an old law to muster the strikers 
into the militia and order them back to their old 
jobs. They said they would not honor the 
order. Here, then, the only way a sworn offi- 
cial could do his duty to the public was too 
drastic—by .“involuntary servitude,” William 
Green called it—and the union could counter 
only by an act of formal insurrection. 

Fortunately, the union and the struck com- 
pany finally averted the possible nasty sequel 
by agreeing to resume service and arbitrate their 
difference. 
ful means of settlement should not in the es- 
sential public service industries be left to such 
good chance. They should be prescribed by law. 

The intervention of law is perfectly logical. 
Public utilities are systematically, perhaps in- 
variably, forbidden by franchise from suspend- 
ing service without permission of public author- 
ity. Yet, as the wave of current evidence all too 
well proves, the no-interruption pledge can be 
just as effectively nullified by strike as by deci- 
sion of management. If the law curtails the 
one cause, assuredly it should curtail the other. 

But the law is laggard. Specific Federal law 
applies only to railroads. Otherwise, the Gov- 
ernment can protect interstate commerce from 
strike interruption only in time of national 


emergency, and then only by seizure. Even then, : 


its will can be disobeyed. The states, by and 
large, lack even that much power, so the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia was driven to an otherwise 
indefensible expedient. 

Against strenuous labor opposition, Congress 
has half-heartedly discussed the problem and a 
few states have actually tackled it. New Jersey, 
for example, has just brought public utility labor 
disputes under a statute requiring mediation 
and delayed action, fact-finding arbitration of 
issues not composed by negotiation and, as a 
last resort, seizure by the state. 

Labor leaders promptly condemned it as “based 
on the imported philosophy of totalitarianism.” 
Barring jokers not revealed in the press reports, 
it is nothing of the sort. Like the no-interrup- 
tien provision in the franchise, it is merely a 
necessary part of the public’s self-protection 
against a form of economic war in ‘which the 
public itself is the major victim. 

Such a law is vicious only if it be held that 
the right to strike is absolute. The individual 
employe’s right to absent himself from work, 
like the individual manager's right, is properly 
guaranteed by Federal and state constitutions. 
But the right to agree with others not to work 
and to deter others from working has limits. 

For example, the Railway Labor Act restrains 
(not outlaws) strikeg in one utility industry. The 
right to strike is abridged by tradition in most 
Government employment; most forms of civil 


service employes know that, in accepting em- 


ployment, they waive recourse by strikes and 
leave their welfare instead tq the wisdom of 
legislative bodies and the orderly fact-finding 
process of prevailing-wage and prevailing-condi- 
tions determination. 

Government employe unions make that tradi- 
tion explicit in their charters. Police union mem- 
bers are pledged not to strike. Firemen do not 
strike. Postal employes do not strike. Why, then, 


should other essential public callings, whether | 


in public or franchise-regulated private owner- 
ship, not observe a similar tradition? And why, 
since unwritten’ law is obviously breaking down 
far and wide in this province, should the tradi- 
tion not be required by written law? 

The question is whether statutory means of 
peaceful settlement should not be set up in place 
of trial by combat in the essential public service 
industries. Granted, such means necessarily in- 
hibit the use of the classic weapons of defense 
on both sides, and particularly labor’s weapon of 


. the strike. In fairness to all the affected inter- 


ests, therefore, it is essential that all legislation 
on this subject provide machinery for arbitrated 
judgment by fairly constituted tribunals in which 
labor, management and public are equally repre- 
sented. With that safeguard scrupulously pro- 
vided, we can see only one rational answer.

Death by Amendment 


If the House Banking Committee’s Republican 


members had+foreknowledge that the need for 


price controls would end next April 1, they would 
be right to propose that specific limit. Since 
they do not, and since one year is a normal legis- 


lative term, their quibble’ with three months 


smells of election-year politics on a subject so 
important that most people count it above par- 
tisanship, To similar effect, these same Repub- 
licans and some of the committee Democrats 
also want: 

2. A guarantee, while controls last, of reason- 
able profit on all consumer items, The 1936-39 
standard of profits for price relief might reason- 
ably be raised. Their demand, however, is for 
a statutory minimum profit on every individual 
item in the manufacturer's catalog. Such a rule 
would cause endless cost-accounting disputes in 
the courts, It could destroy OPA’s influence 
before the appointed time. 

3. To eliminate price control of any item as 
soon as the production rate reaches 75 per cent 
of prewar. However, many commodities would 
run away until production came close to 100 per 
cent, Furthermore, with the unfilled demand 
for housing what it is, key building materials 
would run away with production at 200 or 500 
per cent of prewar rates, and would continue 
to do so until the vast potential market. had been 
largely satisfied. So this provision, too, is a 
ticket to quick hard inflation. 

4. To eliminate all production-incentive subsi- 
dies by next Jan. 1, Granted, they are the bet- 
ter of a bad choice. But they are needed for a 
while yet, and these Congressmen cannot today

The point is, we think, that peace- 
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say how long. These same Congressmen started 
the job of eliminating the Wyatt building mate- 
rials subsidies. If they are restored, as they 
should be and as a Senate Banking subcommit- 
tee has just agreed they should, they will be 
needed two full years. 

All this looks, then, like an effort to re-enact 
the form of price control without the substance. 
The Congressmen fear the wrath to come if they 
junk it forthrightly. So they seek instead to 
hobble it by amendment and dhen lay its failure 
to Harry Truman and Chester Bowles, It is not 
pretty politics, but there it is. 
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That “Unfortunate Mistake” 

A small tidal wave has rolled through Demo- 
cratic ranks because of a statement in an official 
party- publication “‘that the passage of the re- 
strictive Case (labor disputes) bill was a vote 
against the American people.” It isn’t often that 
a party organ condemns party members, but in 
this instance, 109 Democrats (100 from the South) 
are the target of attack. These Democrats 
teamed up with 149 Republicans in “a vote 
against the American people.” 

We think the better part of valor here would 
have been for the aggrieved Southern Bourbons 
to let the matter drop very quietly. However, 
50 embattled Southerners (can 50 of them be 
wrong?) have demanded and received an apology 
from Chairman Hannegan. This pins the un- 
washed linen neatly on the line where the GOP 
and é@verybody else can look at it. 

The demand for an apology was preceded by 
a closed indignation meeting, which adopted a 
resolution demanding a retraction from the Dem- 
ocratic Digest, the offending publication. Those 
at the meeting refused to be mollified by the 
blushing comment at Democratic headquarters 
that it was all “an unfortunate mistake.” Nor 
were they mollified by the tactful remarks of 
Mrs. India Edwards, a Democratic official, that 
“we feel terrible about the whole thing.” 

The incident is interesting because it empha- 
sizes the split personality (in psychiatric circles 
known as “schizophrenia”) of the Democratic 
party. Not only on the Case bill has the South- 
ern wing of the party teamed with the Repub- 
licans, but on various other measures, to the 
chagrin of the Administration. In fact, a more 
or less formal alliance exists between the Re- 
publicans and the Southerners to hamstring pro- 
gressive bills. 

It was the genius of President Roosevelt that 
he could pull the disparate elements of his party 
together in case of emergency ‘and give it an 
appearance at least of coherence and unity. But 
he had “an eye like Mars to threaten and com- 
mand,” while his mild successor, despite the fine 


‘ camaraderie and horseshoe-pitching relations he 


has with the men on Capitol Hill, cannot garner 
the votes to put through his program. 

So the Democratic Digest’s “unfortunate mis- 
take” actually dramatized the fact that one hand 
of the party knoweth not what the other doeth. 
It showed the country that the Democratic party 
is not one party, but two, and it had the effect 
of warning Democratic leadership that, what 
with an election coming up this fall, perhaps it 
might be a good idea for the party to get to- 
gether. 


“Bread, Not Advice” 

“Ticker tape ain’t spaghetti,” as Fiorello La- 
Guardia said last week, but now the new UNRRA 
director. has decided to accept a little specula- 
tion if it provides food for the hungry millions 
abroad. That is the idea behind his new plan. 

When LaGuardia took on the vast relief prob- 
lem, he rebuked UNRRA delegates from 48 
nations. They had been cooling their heels 
in Atlantic City, passing resolutions on the need 
for food to relieve the world’s suffering, and do- 
ing little else. LaGuardia waved a batch of their 
resolutions at the delegates and shouted, “I want 
plows, not typewriters. People want bread, not 
advice!” 

He was not talking idly. UNRRA needs 6,- 
000,000 tons of wheat, and LaGuardia’s new plan 
is the first strenuous attempt to get it. He will 
pay wheat farmers in certificates redeemable at 
future and possibly higher prices. This is 
speculative, certainly. But while farmers may 
bet on a bull market, LaGuardia has a reasonably 
sure bet to get wheat. This man is proving 
that he means to carry out UNRRA’s promise to 
the wan and wasting peoples of the world. 
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“There is a garden in her face, where roses 
and white lilies blow,” wrote Thomas Campion 
more than three centuries ago. The poet must 
have meant to write “on her head” just after 
his prophetic vision of this spring’s new hats. 
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The Need to Begin Afresh 


The question of military vs. civil control of 
atomic energy was the subject yesterday of 
heated debate in the Senate Atomic Energy 
Committee, but a compromise was reached which 
received unanimous approval. The armed serv- 
ices are, under the compromise, to have close 
contact with atomic energy matters, so far as 
they relate to military applications, and to be 
able to appeal to the President if they are dis- 
satisfied. 

Obviously, the services should know what the 
Atomic Energy Control Commission is doing as 
it relates to military matters. Just as obviously, 
the ultimate control should be civil. The prin- 
ciple is so thoroughly grounded in the American 
system that it is hardly debatable. Both Secre- 
tary of War and Secretary of Navy are civilians 
and the President is Commander in Chief of the 
armed forces. American practice has always 
been to safeguard the country against the Man 
on Horseback. 

However, the questions which occupied the 
Senate committee yesterday seem more or less 
obsolete in view of the epochal report issued last 
week by the State Department, which proposes 
the internationalization of atomic energy under 
an Atomic Development Authority. Instead of 
bickering over the McMahon bill in the Senate 
and the May-Johnson bill in the House, Congress 
should throw away all its old ideas about atomic 
energy control and begin afresh. , 
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Educators at sessions of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, disclos- 
ing that the new generation of students is more 
intelligent than the last, has proposed teaching 
fishing in the schools, Or, as the schoolmarm 
used to say, “Now that everyone has learned his 
lesson, you can all go fishing.” 
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The Solution for Veterans’ Housing 


The Mirrer 
of ‘ 
Public Opinion 


House yielded to special interest lobby in “stabbing heart” of Wyatt 
emergency housing plan, FDR’s son says; calls on Senate to approve 
proposal for 2,700,000 low-cost homes by end of 1947; private in- 
dustry would do job under incentive of Government premium pay. 


By Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., Housing Chairman, 
American Veterans’ Committee 


A black page in the history of our na- 
tion was written when the House of Rep- 
resentatives voted against the veterans of 
this country. In wiping out of the Pat- 
man Housing bill price control and pre- 
mium payments to stimulate building ma- 
terials production, Congress has passed a 
measure which will supply housing to the 
nation—but it is housing that veterans will 
be unable either to rent or purchase. 


In stabbing at the heart of the veterans’ 
emergency housing program, initiated by 
Housing Expediter Wilson Wyatt and in- 
corporated in the Patman bill, the House 
of Representatives has yielded to the big- 
gest special-interests lobby seen in Wash- 
ington for 20 years. The voices and very 
real needs of the men who gave up their 
homes to fight for this country have been 
ignored, 


This past September there were over 
1,000,000 veterans and their families living 
uncomfortably doubled up with other fam- 
ilies or their in-laws. By the end of 1946 
there will be well over 3,000,000 families 
searching in vain for homes of their own. 
If the present rate of home building con- 
tinues for the next 10 years, there will then 
be 8,000,000 families homeless, These: are 
appalling figures. 


Record Building in Wartime 


Tt is a matter of record that in six weeks 
after the late President was informed that 
a city for 75,000 persons was needed for 
work on the atomic bomb, Atom City in 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., was ready and open. 
‘Many ef the veterans who have built 
bridges, laid airstrips and erected build- 
ings, and know how fast buildings can be 
put up are asking, “If we could do it in 
war, why can’t it be done for us now? This 
is an emergency, too.” 


Unless something is done quickly, the 
veterans will become cynical and angry— 
just what we do not want to happen this 
time. A man has to have a home before he 
can become again a productive part of 
community and national life. In even larger 
aspect, we have learned, through grim ex- 
perience in a global war, the dangers in- 
herent in a dissatisfied group which con- 
siders itself cheated of its rights. 


Recognizing these dangers, and recogniz- 
ing the fact that the least any service man 
is entitled to is a place to call home, the 
American Veterans Committee, the World 
War II veterans’ organization, has taken 
the leadership in support of emergency ac- 
tion to house the veterans of this cotntry. 
We are specifically supporting the Wyatt 
veterans’ emergency housing program, which 
will supply 2,700,000 homes for veterans by 
the end of 1947, 


A Real Answer to Problem 


The Wyatt plan is the first over-all and 
intelligent solution to the housing problem. 
Since the states have not been able to sup- 
ply adequate housing-—-and it appears im- 
possible that they will be able to do the 
job with any degree of effectiveness in the 
near future—it must be the immediate re- 
sponsibility of the Federal Government to 
build homes. 


The Wyatt program will not take hous- 
ing out of the hands of private enterprise, 
On the contrary, it calls for private indus- 
try, not Government, to produce decent 


homes within the range of prices veterans 
can afford. It is the only immediate way 
to solve a scandalous housing shortage. The 
program has received the indorsement of 
the President, the veterans, the National 
Home Builders of America, as well as the 
building industry as a whole, 


To achieve a goal of 2,700,000 decent 
homes for our veterans by the end of 1947, 
the emergency housing program is depend- 
ent upon two factors, both of which were 
incorporated in the Patman bill, and both 
of which were striken out of the bill by 
the House. These factors are: 


Provision for Premium Pay 


First, price controls: Price controls on 
existing housing must be maintained to 
prevent any further rises in the sale price 
of homes. Once a house is sold, the selling 
price would become the ceiling price for 
the duration of the emergency. Such a re- 
striction would prevent speculators from 
buying up homes and selling them at a 
profit to desperate veterans. 


Secondly, premium payments: This vital 
provision of the Wyatt program, which the 
House voted out of the Patman Dill, is a 
method of stimulating production of scarce 
building materials by subsidy payments, at 
the same time preventing higher costs 
which would otherwise be passed on to the 
veteran or any purchaser of a home. This 
premium payments or subsidy plan would 
cost only $600,000,000—only about one-fifth 
of 1 per cent of the cost of the war. 


The present housing crisis is not some- 
thing which has developed overnight. It 
has been building up for the last 15 years. 
During the depression, the majority of 
home-building was done for the higher- 
income groups and almost no $3000-$4000 
homes were built. Now the price of homes 
is already too high. It is the estimate éf 
the National Housing Authority that 84 per 
cent of the veterans cannot afford to pay 
rent of more than $50 a month, or to buy 
a home for more than $6000, 


Congress has been hearing only one side 
of the story—that of the special-interests 
lobbyists. Now is the time for the unhoused 
veterans of this war, and the public, to tell 
their Senators the other side, and to aup- 
port the Wyatt plan—the greatest attempt 
thus far to solve the housing problem. 


AS HISTORY REPEATS

But the invading armies were soon with- 
drawn from the country because (as Gib- 
bon significantly observes) the Government 
at Rome decided that it was too costly to 
maintain an army of occupation indefi- 
nitely. 

No, Gibbon was not writing about any- 
thing that happened in 1946. He wrote of 
something that happened more than 1600 
years ago. 
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Tales of Treasure Quests 


in Holds of Sunken Ships 


‘Treasure Hunter,” by Lt. Harry E. Rieseberg. (Reb- 
ert M. McBride & Co., New York.) 

The lure of treasure is impelling. The 
migrations of the lusty ‘49ers and the 
hordes that endured the hardships of the 
Chilkoot Pass are frenzied examples of 
this. Not all treasure, however, is to be 
found in lodes, stream beds and gravel 
slopes. 

At a time when gold, silver and other 
treasure were the rewards for both legal- 
ized privateering and unlawful plunder by 
ordinary pirates, millions in ducats, dou- 
bloons arid pieces-of-eight went to the bot- 
tom of the sea. By the close of the eight- 
eenth century, vessels listed as wrecked had 
mounted to 267, with a total of nearly a bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of gold, silver and jewels, 

Lt. Rieseberg, an expert diver and search- 
er after treasure, tells of the great Spanish 
plate fleet of 15 galléons that went down 
in the seventeenth century off Silver Shoals, 
near Haiti, with more than $21,000,000, The 
lure of this treasure stirred the imagina+ 
tion of William Phips of Massachusetta. 

+ - * 

With the financial help of King James 
II of England, but without the aid of div- 
ing equipment, Phips in 1687 took gold and 
silver to the value of £300,000 sterling from 
one of the wrecked ships. For the recovery 
of this treasure, a large part of which went 
into the coffers of the King, Phips was 
knighted and later made Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts. It is not recorded what was 
received by the Indians he employed to do 
the diving. But the venture made Phips 
financially independent, and the Indians 
suffered a serious impairment of health.

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Britain's New National Health Service

LONDON. 


INISTER OF HEALTH ANEURIN BEVAN has now published 
his proposals for a national health service which at least have 
the merit of complete simplicity and directness. Every person 


in Britain will have the right to free medical, dental and opthalmo- 
logical services, The doctors, dentists and other health specialists 
will normally operate from health centers which will be contained 
within one of a number of regions. 


The patient can choose his own 
practitioner within the region and 


a safeguard against the “touting” 
of patients is the simple one of 
preventing that additional patients 
lead to additiona] fees for the doc- 
tor who attracts the most patients. 
Doctors joining the national serv- 
ice are left free for a small part 
of their time to take private pa- 
tients if they so desire. Those who 
remain outside the scheme can 
continue to practice privately. 


In future, the sale of medical 
practices is forbidden. There will 
be compensation for doctors af- 
fected where they come into the 
scheme and there will be extra 
remuneration for members of the 
new service who will work in dif- 
ficult and inaccessible places. 


Details of Plan. 


All hospitals in Great Britain 
will be nationalized and, although 
private practitioners will have a 
call on their services, in general 
they will be organized as an inte- 
gral part of the regional services 
in the nationalized scheme. 


For the present, at any rate, the 
doctor or dentist will. be permitted 
to practice from his own surgery 
if he prefers that to a room in the 
loca) health center. 


Through the regional system, 
specialists will be available to pa- 
tients with the same ease as 
through the ordinary practitioner 
and the system of nursing will be 
reorganized to fit the system's 
basic principles. 


A special committee will decide 
the rate of medical cases. Allow- 
ing .a grant of some 30 million 
pounds (120 million dollars) from 
the national insurance contribu- 
tion, the cost of the scheme to the 
treasury—it is to come into effect 
fn 1948—will be around some 90 
millions (360 million dollars) a 
year. 


Opposed by Medics. 


The proposals have met with 
the angry opposition of the Brit- 
ish Medical Association. It repeats 
in its denunciation almost all the 
hoary fallacies upon which it in- 
sisted in 1911 when national 
health insurance was. first intro- 
duced. The scheme, it says, is a 
step to making doctors full-time 
servants of the state; it will de- 
stroy the personal, intimate rela- 
tions between patient and prac- 
titioner, It will tempt regional di- 
recting committees—in order to 
save money—to declare patients 
well when they are really uncured. 
It is bound to be bureaucratic, 


It will deprive the local hospi- 
tals of the special] traditions they 
have so long as special, voluntary 
services which enabled the local 
authorities and local trustees to 


give each hospital a career of its 
own, 


The best doctors, it says, will re- 
main in private practice and the 
poor patients will thus have to be 
content with talent of a secondary 
date. The medical association in- 
deed proposes to fight the mea- 
sure with all ‘ts power and has 
announced its intention of trying 
to raise a fund of a quarter of a 
million pounds ($1,000,000) for 
this purpose. 


Arguments for Plan. 


The association nails its colors 
to the mast of free medical enter- 
prise with crimson-faced anger it 
has hardly felt for over 30 years. 
The association is being very fool- 
ish. Mr. Bevan has produced a 
scheme which will generally, but 
admirably, err mostly in excessive 
generosity to the present members 
of the profession. 


It is obvious that the health 
centers he proposes will make the 
proper level of treatment with the 
most modern apparatus far more 
general in their impact and far 
more national in their power to 
reach patients than can now pos- 
sibly be the case. 


The nationalized hospitals will 
no longer be dependent on char- 
ity where they are private. The 
privacy of doctor-patient relations 
will not be touched at any point. 
The power to practice, and still 
more to specialize, will no longer 
be dependent upon the amount of 
capital with which the young doc- 
tor hopes to start. 


First Chance in History. 


We shall not have an area where 
the patients’ load is far too heavy 
and others where it is far too 
light; skill will count for much 
more than good bedside manners 
or reputations or social graces and 
intimate contacts with the “best 
people” of the neighborhood. The 
means will at long last be at hand 
to see that doctors and dentists, 
after qualifying, keep up with the 
latest developments in medicine. 

The irritated social patronage 
which surrounded so many hospi- 
tals with an air of superior char- 
ity will disappear, and not before 
its time. Hospital developments 
will be based on regional needs 
and not, as now, upon the ability 
of the “charity promoter” to 
launch an annual or special ap- 
peal which elicits a large num- 
ber of small gifts and a small 
number of large ones. 


Bevan’'s proposals offer. the first 
real chance in British history for 
making medical protection propor- 
tionate to medical needs. The 
British Medical Association has 


vastly over-rated its power to em- 
bark on wholesale opposition.

WHETHER OPA FLED 
TOP OF DEBATE 


Regional Director Says Its 
Success Has Caused In- 
flationary Pressures. 


Inflationary pressures caused, 
paradoxically, by the success of 
the OPA constitutes the biggest 
threat to postwar price controls, 
William H. Bryan, regional direc- 
tor of the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, ‘said last night in a de- 
bate with Arthur G. Drefs, presi- 
dent of the McQuay-Norris Manu- 
facturing Co. and former chair- 
man of the board of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, 

Bryan took the negative in the 
pane) debate on the question, “Has 
OPA Failed?” presented before 150 
persons at the Young Men's He- 
brew Association, 724 Union boule- 
vard. Drefs took the affirmative, 
and Joseph D, Brumm, director of 


OPA relations for Stix, Baer & 
Fuller Co., took the position that 


OPA has been neither a signifi- 
cant success nor a failure, 

“Our stock market is not con- 
trolled by OPA, and since V-J Day 
stocks have gone up at the rate 
of 5.1 per cent per month,” Bryan 
said. “OPA has no control over 
the sale of residential rea) estate, 
but, in the same period, real estate 


has increased 50 per cent. Farm 
land prices, not under our control, 
have already reached 58 per cent 
increase as compared to a 68 per 
cent increase following World 
War I. But, in spite of these in- 
flationary trends in areas that 
we do not control, we have held 
the commodity and rent items of 
the cost of living at a national 
average of 3.8 per cent during the 
last 32 months. 

“If OPA was created to prevent 
inflation, and if it holds prices in 
check and keeps down the cost of 
living, I say it has not failed.” 


Bryan’s references to trends in 
areas outside the control.of OPA 
were made in answer to Drefs, 
who said OPA had failed on four 
counts. 

“I maintain that OPA has failed 
to hold price liné, that it has re- 
tarded production, that it has 
@aused. strikes and that it is re- 
sponsible for the development of 
black market operations,” Drefs 
said. 

“Some price rises haev been hid- 
den in government subsidies. Sub- 
sidies in the food industry alone 
total 8 per cent, which the public 
pays in the form of taxes. 

“As far as the effect of OPA 
controls on production is con- 
cerned, I know of one hoisery mill 
whoch now produces only 20 per

Nation” was based, died at_ his 
home here toda? after a long 
period of poor health.

More than a million copies of

a Nation.” Before writing his first 
novel at 38, Mr. Dixon had been

His first novel, “The Leopard’s 
Spots,” was written in 1902 and 
the sale of nearly a million copies 
netted him $100,000 and _ estab- 
lished his reputation, In all, he 
wrote 22 novels, nine plays and 
six motion pictures. His share of 
the profits amounted to $1,250,000 
most of which he lost in a real 
estate venture in western North 
Carolina.

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BACKING OF GERMAN 
RE-EDUCATION URGED 


American Support of Program 
Vital, Arthur Gereckt Tells 
Advertising Club. 


A plea that the American people 
support the program of re-educa- 
tion of the German people was 
made yesterday by Arthur Gerecke, 
member of the business staff of 
the Post-Dispatch, in an address 
before the St. Louis Advertising 
Club at Hotel Statler. 

Gerecke recently returned from 
Germany where, as a _ military 
government officer, he was chief 
of press control in the Third 
Army's Eastern Military District 
in the American Zone of Occupa- 
tion. 

“Americans have declared, and 
I believe sincerely, for the re- 
education of the German people,” 
Gerecke said. “But now we say we 
are opposed to the extension of 
the draft, opposed to military con- 
scription—and we don’t care any 
more about the re-education of the 
Germans.” 

As a result, he asserted, Army 


leaders in the American occupa- 
tion zone cannot pledge our forces 
to a program because they are un- 
cerain of public backing at home. 
He told how the American Army 
after V-J day “melted away.” 

“It melted away before the eyes 
of the German people—and I 
might add before the eyes of the 
Russians—too,” Gerecke said. “It 
was right that boys who had made 
their contribution should come 
home. But when the soldiers 
came home, we found it difficult 
to send other soldiers back. The 
Germans—and the Russians—are 
putting more importance on that 
feeling back home than on the 
stripped Army left in Germany.” 

Referring to the 300,000 Ameri- 
can dead in World War II, 
Gerecke said, “we told them that 
this time we will win the peace. 
But we're not going to win the 
peace the way we're going at it. 
This nation appears to be power- 
ful, but it is not so powerful as it 
could be if the will of the people 
would back up the respect Amer- 
ica could command, We must have 
that backing if our leaders’ state- 
ments are to have teeth in them.”

y OMEMAKERS who have chil- 
Haren are confronted with the 
most serious jobs in thig 
world—much more serious than 


' their husbands even though they 


may rate as business tycoons. 
Growing a child up into an adult 
with a strong beautiful body and 
a sound mind and with a dispo- 
sition that enables him to live 
peaceably with other people is re- 
ally a great, almost a miraculous 
achievement. The human being 
is at least a three-sided individ- 
ual—body, mind and spirit, and 
his food influences all three sides. 
When a child is well fed, he is 
satisfied for the time being. And 
when good feeding is the rule day 
after day, he continues a normal 
well-rounded development, With 
this possession and with the kind 
of guidance, he can learn how to 
achieve as well as how to control 
the situations into which he is 
placed, 

When the teacher discovers that 
little Bobby’s sight is poor and 
he is listless, an examination by 
competent specialists generally re- 
veals that something is and has 
been lacking in the diet. Such 
blame is one that no responsible 
woman takes lightly. Since it is 
the food served meal after meal 
and day after day that:adds up to 
health and power, it is a chal- 
lenge to every mother or guardian 
of growing children that they pro- 
vide food that is good to eat and 
that provides all the necessary 
building materials for.perfect de- 
velopment. It means that one 
can’t slide over the noon-day 
meals when the bread-winner is 
not to be present. Too many 
mothers think that the same old 
cold meat sandwich is good 
enough for the children’s midday 
luncheon. That won't satisfy and 
won't do the building job. Today 
we recommend a nutritious and 
different corn chowder that is a 
good start toward the right sort 
of noon-day luncheon. 

Corn Chowder, 

Two cups diced potatoes, one- 
half cup diced onion, one cup 
diced celery, two cups boiling 
water, one-fourth pound bacon, 
one-fourth pound mushrooms, 
sliced, one-fourth cup diced green 
pepper, No. 2% tin cream style 
yellow corn, 3 cups milk, two and 
one-half teaspoons salt, dash of 
black pepper. 

Peel and dice potatoes. Add to 
onions, celery and water in top of 
large double boiler. Bring to a 
boil over direct heat, reduce heat 
and simmer for 10 minutes, Mean- 
while pan fry bacon, Drain on 
absorbent paper. Saute for five 
minutes the mushrooms and green 
pepper in one-fourth cup of the 
bacon drippings. Add this and re- 
maining ingredients to the cooked 
vegetables and heat to scalding 
over boiling water, Stir gently to 
mix well. Serve piping hot gar- 
nished with the bacon, broken in 
bits. Makes eight cups.

Breakfast: Canned peaches, corn 
meal mush with syrup, bacon 
strips. ; 

Luncheon: Corn chowder, Melba 
toast, watercress-sliced egg and 
carrot salad, doughnuts (from 
bakery). | 

Dinner: Fried codfish slices 
with mayonnaise sauce, shoestring 
potatoes (canned and heated) 
stewed tomatoes, beet and cheese 
salad, chocolate whip cream jelly 


roll, 
Fried Codfish Slices. 

Combine one tablespoon melted 
margarine with one and one-half 
tablespoons flour in the top of a 
double boiler; add one-half cup 
milk gradually and cook over hot 
water until mixture thickens, stir- 
ring constantly, All one-fourth 
cup mayonnaise, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-eighth teaspoon 
sugar; and a dash of salt and mix. 
Keep hot, Cut the 12-ounce pack- 
age frozen codfish into eight 
slices; dip in three tablespoons 
cornmeal and fry on both sides in 
three tablespoons shortening until 
brown and crisp. Serve immedi- 
ately with the sauce. Four serv-

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine; one-half head lettuce; one

My DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, TUESDAY 

T IS a little, hard for me to 
[become adjusted to a new 

name at the head of the Office 
of Price Administration, but what 
the new administrator, Paul Por- 
ter, says sounds very much the 
same as what Chester Bowles. haa’ 
said right along. He emphasizes 
the fact that we started to accom- 
plish an anti-inflation job four 
years ago and that we can finish 
it successfully but that it will re- 
quire intelligence and courage on 
our part to succeed.. Where there 
are real hardships for big or lit- 
tle business people, prompt price 
adjustments must be made so as 
not to impede production. But to 
prevent inflation, we must keep 
present prices and rent standards 
with as few major changes as 
possible. 


Business, in some cases, would 
like to have controls come off 
more quickly perhaps than the 
OPA deems wise, but I think OPA 
is going to be anxious to remove 
these controls just as soon as pro- 
duction begins to relieve the pres- 
sure in the major commodity 
fields. Anyone who lived through 
the lack of control which existed 
during and at the end of the last 
war will acknowledge, I think, 
that things are being handled bet- 
ter this time, in spite of the many 
inconveniences and some actual 
hardships which at times amount 
to injustices in certain fields 


T feel that the next few years 
are very critical years. We in 
this country who believe in demo- 
cracy and in a free-enterprise sys- 
tem will have to justify, not by 
lip service but by actual accom- 
plishments, the claims which we 
make for our system of govern- 
ment and our political and eco- 
nomic way of life. There are-two 
strong contenders in the world to- 
day for the backing of the people 
— communism and our form of 
democracy—and the proof of the 
pudding is in the eating, 


What everyone is going to look 


at is results not the speeches 
which are made about the virtues 
or the failure of our respective 
ways of life and thought. Also, it 
wijl not be what suits this small 
group or that small group, but 
what really benefits the great 
majority of people, which wil] be 
the deciding factor in the judg- 
ment rendered—some 10, 15 or 20 
years from now—by the genera- 
tion which has fought the war 
and now must try to build a peace- 
ful world. 
* ¢ 


OP COURSE, if we fail in build® 
ing a peaceful world, we may all 
be annihilated and there will be 
no opportunity for either form of 
economic and political thinking to 
prove its value. But I'd like to 
quote the words which one of my 
favorite members of Congress, 
Mrs. Helen Gahagan Douglas, used 
-o a speech before Congress March 

4: 

“I don’t think we value democ- 
racy highly enough. The great 
mass of the American people will 
never exchange democracy for 
Communism as long as democracy 
fulfills its promise, The best way 
to keep Communism out of this 
country is to keep democracy in 
it, to keep constantly before our 
eyes and minds the achievements 
and the goals which we, a free 
people, have accomplished and in- 
tend to accomplish in the future 
under our own democratic sys- 
tem. I am jealous for democra- 
cy.’

TO MEET a pyramidal tent 
is to hate it. To put one up 
is to despise it. To live in one 
is to loathe it. To have one 
fall down on you (and pyra- 
midals spend most of their 
time waiting for you to turn 
your back so they can col- 
lapse) is to say things about 
the Government which pro- 
vided them that border on 
treason. 

I speak from experience, and 
tens of thousands of GIs who 
spent several years of their 
lives in and out and under 
pyramidal tents will agree vith 
me.

Two calves’s brains, five table- 
spoons butter or margarine, salt 
and pepper to taste, paprika, one- 
fourth cup butter or margarine. 

Put brains into a quart of boil- 
ing water. Let stand for five min- 
utes. Skin and cut each pair of 
brains into four parts. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and plenty of 
paprika, Place in a pan with five 
tablespoons of butter or marga- 
rine and broil well below flame 
preheated at 375 degrees a half 
hour. Baste frequently with butter 
or margarine in pan. Brown the 
quarter cup of butter or marga- 
rine in a saucepan being careful 
to see that it does not burn. Pour 
this over the brains when ready

The salient fact was 
that he could afford to open the 
bidding, rebid lightly, and even 
reach the three-level without be 
ing doubled—all in the face of the 
part score enjoyed by the oppon- 
ents. If he had found his partner 
with a full third of the outstand- 
ing values, he would have been 
able to reach even terms with the 
enemy by making a part score on 
his own account. Actually, East- 
West could have been defeated a 
trick at three hearts, but neither 
North nor South could count on 
that, and it was safer to outbid 
them. , 

Thus, it should be observed that 


‘South had the opportunity of im- 


proving his position solely because 
his meagre values included pos 
session of the spade suit, rather 
than any other suit. That he did 
not succeed was due only to his 
bad luck in finding North the 
weakest of the other three hands, 
Contrast this opportunity with the 
situation that would have ob» 
tained if the hearts and spades. 
had been transposed in every 
hand. With six hearts headed by 
A-10-9, leaving the possibility that 
the enemy could mention spades, 
and cheaply, South would have 
been very badly advised to open 
the bidding!
